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In his first interview since losing his seat at the 
General Election, Bill Rammell tells the Star why 
he doesn't intend to stand for Parliament again 


HARLOW’S former Labour 
MP Bill Rammell is calling 
time on his Parliamentary 
career following his defeat at 
the hands of Conservative 
Robert Halfon in this year’s 
General Election. 

Speaking to the Star this week 
for the first time since losing his 
seat to Mr Halfon in May, 50-year- 
old Mr Rammell said he felt he 
would be approaching his “sell-by 
date” by the time of the next elec¬ 
tion and had no desire to join the 
ranks of ageing MPs sitting in the 
House of Commons. 

“I fought flat out to win again at the 
last General Election but when you

lose you have to reflect on the future,” 
said the former Armed Forces minister. 

“Eve been in politics for nearly 20 
years and I’ve given my life and soul to 
the job and to the constituency. 

“It’s been an immense privilege to 
serve the people of Harlow and I huge¬ 
ly value the relationship and rapport 
that I’ve got with local residents and 
the unbelievably positive feedback I’ve 
had since the election. 

“But I think this Parliament will run 
its full course of five years, by which 
time I’ll be 55. You have to make a 
judgement as to whether the intense 
pressure is sustainable for you and your 


family and I’ve taken the decision that 
it’s not.” 

Although he has yet to decide on a 
future career path, Mr Rammell said he 
would always remain an active member 
of the local Labour party. But he added 
it was time for a new candidate to 
spearhead the fight to wrestle control 
of the town back from the Conser¬ 
vatives. 

“Because I’ve very much led from 
the front, at one level there’s perhaps 
not been space for other potential 
Parliamentary candidates to come for¬ 
ward,” he said. 

“I would have a strong preference 
for someone local and I know there are 
a number of very good candidates

within the party locally. This 
seat is eminently winnable at 
the next election.” 

Looking back over his 13- 
year tenure as Harlow MP, Mr 
Rammell said he hoped he 
would be remembered as assid¬ 
uous, active and approachable. 

“I had dealt with 18,000 
individual cases by the time of 
the General Election and I’ve 
never, ever been unwilling to 
meet with anyone and try to 
deal with their problem,” he 
added. 

“Beyond that, I’ve been a 
real advocate and champion of 
the town and particularly a 
champion of regeneration. The 
new Leisurezone and the rede¬ 
velopment of Town Centre 
South are two things I’m really 
proud to have played key roles 
in delivering.” 

Asked whether he had any 
regrets about his time in office, 
Mr Rammell spoke frankly 
about the expenses scandal that 
rocked Westminster last year. 

“I do hugely regret that all of 
us of all political parties didn’t 
change the expenses system,” 
he said. 

“Although relatively speak¬ 
ing my expense claim record 
was low and I was very much at 
the bottom end of claimants, I 
nevertheless acknowledge that 
it was an out-of-date system 
that should have been changed 
much sooner. I do genuinely 
regret that.” 

On the future of the Labour 
Party and the looming leader¬ 
ship contest, Mr Rammell 
pledged his support for David 
Milliband and said it was 
imperative the party adapted 
and responded to the times. 

“I think he’s the brightest 
politician intellectually that 
I’ve ever worked with. He’s got 
incredibly good communica¬ 
tion skills and he’s the one can¬ 
didate I can most easily imag¬ 
ine as the next Labour prime 
minister. 

“But whoever is successful, 
there are parts of the New 
Labour project that we will 
have to rethink and change. For 
example, we need to be much 
tougher in terms of regulation 
on the banks and the City and I 
think we need to make clear 
that while business has a voice 
at the table it cannot be the 
overwhelming voice. 

“I think we’ll see an evolu¬ 
tion within the Labour Party 
but I don’t want us to go back 
to the days where we were per¬ 
ceived, rightly or wrongly, as 
being against people getting on 
in life.” 


Drugs needles 
left on school 
playing fields 


THE headteacher of a primary 
school in Harlow has sought to 
reassure parents after drugs 
paraphernalia was discovered on 
the school’s playing field. 

Syringes, foils and a spoon were 
found by children playing on the field 
at Abbotsweld Primary School during 
the past two weeks, sparking concern 
among parents. 

One parent-of-two pupils at the 
school in Partridge Road said: “Our 
children have come home and told us 
that they have found dirty needles on 
the school playing field - and yet the 
school allows them to continue to play 
on the field. 

“We are obviously extremely con¬ 
cerned and don’t think the children

should be allowed to play there if there 
is a possibility that there are drug nee¬ 
dles there.” 

This week parents received a letter 
from headteacher Lesley Lynn in an 
attempt to allay their concerns. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) she told the 
Star: “Empty syringes, foils and a 
spoon were found on the playing field. 

“To ensure the safety of all pupils 
and staff at the school, the field is 
being inspected regularly to check for 
any objects which could cause harm.” 

Another parent said that the fence 
separating the school from a public 
foopath - known locally as the “black 
run” - had gaps in it and was providing 


a possible access point for drug users. 

In an email sent to one concerned 
parent by Harlow councillor Joel 
Charles, he said it had also been report¬ 
ed to him that children had been play¬ 
ing with drugs paraphernalia along the 
path. 

“I immediately directed council offi¬ 
cers to investigate this matter,” he said. 
“Five officers searched the black run 
and found no drugs paraphernalia. 

“If residents find such paraphernalia 
in the future they should call Contact 
Harlow straight away and either coun¬ 
cil officers or Kier Harlow will investi¬ 
gate.” 

Councillor Charles said he had 
passed on concerns to the town’s repre¬ 
sentatives on Essex County Council, 
the local education authority.

Magistrates courts 
could face the axe 

MAGISTRATES courts in Harlow and 
Epping could be axed as part of cost¬ 
cutting measures proposed by the 
Ministry of Justice. 

Both courthouses are among 103 
identified by the MoJ as underused and 
inadequate. 

Justice Secretary Ken Clarke said modern 
technology meant there was no longer a 
need to provide a courthouse in every 
town or city. 

The proposed closures would save the 
Government at least £15m a year in 
running costs and an extra £22m in 
building maintenance fees. 

If both Harlow and Epping courts are 
closed, the nearest court in Essex would 
be at Chelmsford. 

But courts minister Jonathan Djanogly 
said: “We should not think about access to 
justice as simply a question of length of 
the journey to the nearest court. 

“In the future we need to look at whether, 
through the more effective use of video 
and telephone links and other technology 
including online services, we can improve 
the public’s experience of the justice 
system.” 

And he added: “When public finances are 
under pressure, it is vital to eliminate 
waste and reduce costs.” 

Motorcyclist killed 

A MOTORCYCLIST from Harlow has died 
after he was involved in a road accident in 
Chelmsford on Tuesday evening. 

Steven Martin (29), of Greygoose Park, was 
riding the Suzuki motorcycle when he was 
in collision with a taxi on the A1060 
Roxwell Road near to Newland Hall. 

The taxi was being driven by a 40-year-old 
man from Sawbridgeworth, who was 
uninjured.

Staff at hospital maternity unit 
back 'breast is best' campaign 


A NEW specialist support service 
which will enable sick and premature 
babies to be cared for at home is being 
launched in Harlow this month. 

The Neonatal Community Service will 
allow parents to take tots born as Princess 
Alexandra Hospital earlier than usual while 
still ensuring they receive expert care and 
support. 

The hospital has been working closely 
with NHS West Essex to develop the service 
which will initially run as a nine-month pilot 
scheme. 

Two expert neonatal nurses will offer care 
and support to families with babies bom pre¬ 
maturely, have a low birth weight or are suf¬ 
fering a long-term problem but are well 
enough to be looked after at home. 

The service will also be offered parents 
whose babies have been cared for in the 
neonatal units of other hospitals. 

Wendy Matthews, PAH’s associate direc¬ 
tor of women’s and children’s services, said: 
“The service will provide a seamless transi¬ 
tion of care from the hospital neonatal unit to 
home, allowing for early discharge from 
hospital so that the baby can be cared for at 
home. 

“Once the baby is at home, the nurses will 
support parents and families with regular 
home visits and telephone contact to suit 
each family’s individual needs.” 


STAFF at Princess Alexandra Hospital’s 
maternity unit marked National 
Breastfeeding Week with a tea and cake 
sale on Friday. 


It was just one of several events 
organised across the town over the 
course of the week to raise awareness of 
the benefits of breastfeeding. 

All the money raised from the sale 
will be put towards the purchase of 
breastfeeding teaching aids to help 
new mums make a more informed 
choice about how best to feed their 
babies. 

Corinne Neville, infant feeding 
midwife at PAH, said: “A recent 
national survey showed that 78 per 
cent of mothers in England 
breastfed their babies at birth, but 
at six weeks the number was down 
to 50 per cent. 

“The figures for west Essex are 70 
per cent and 35 per cent 
respectively.

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Man jailed for having sex with 14-year-old 


A PAEDOP HI LE who groomed and then had 
sex with a 14-year-old girl from Harlow on 
three separate occasions has been jailed for 
four years. 

Steven Martin (24), an IT technician from 
the Bretton area of Peterborough, pleaded 
guilty at Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Thursday to charges of sexual activity with the 
teenager. 

Richard Scott, prosecuting, told the court 
Martin first met the girl in April 2008 and then 
began exchanging texts and telephone calls 
with her. 

The girl’s parents became concerned about 
the developing relationship which caused a 
considerable strain between them and their 
daughter. 


In October last year the girl complained to 
police that Martin was harassing her and in 
November she claimed he had raped her, an 
allegation she later withdrew. However, she 
told police she had consensual sex with him 
three times. 

Although unable to give specific dates, she 
said that one occasion she was at Martin’s 
home while his parents were on holiday and 
the others were at his friends’ homes. At the 
time of the offences she was aged 14. 

Clare Ashcroft, representing Martin, said in 
mitigation he accepted responsibility for his 
actions, adding: “However complicit she was, 
she was only 14 and he accepts that what he 
did was wrong.” 

She described him as intelligent but emo¬ 


tionally immature in terms of relationships. 
“His experience of the outside world is fairly 
limited,” she said. 

Passing sentence, judge Rodger Hayward 
Smith told Martin: “There was substantial 
grooming of the girl. You went to considerable 
lengths to groom her and at one point were 
sending her up to 50 text messages a day. 

“Whether or not she was a willing recipient 
is neither here nor there. The fact is she was a 
child and you were an adult.” 

The judge said Martin would have to keep 
police informed of his address for the remain¬ 
der of his life and said he would be barred 
from working with children. He also made a 
prevention order banning Martin from con¬ 
tacting the girl until June 2015. 


Swim pool land 
sold for housing

WORK could start soon on 
the next phase of the multi¬ 
million pound Gateway Pro¬ 
ject following the sale of the 
Harlow Pool site to develop¬ 
ers. 

New owners Croudace want to 
build homes on the land in First 
Avenue plot and a planning 
application for a complete over¬ 
haul of the site is expected to be 
submitted to Harlow Council in 
the next few months. 

The announcement comes just 
weeks after the completion of the 
town’s new Leisurezone sports 
complex. The council has been 
trying to sell the land to develop¬ 
ers since the pool was closed 
down amid health and safety 
concerns in November 2007. 

Council leader Andrew John¬ 
son told the Star: “This is anoth¬ 
er significant step forward for the 
Gateway Project and for Harlow 
and brings us closer to providing 
important new homes in the 
town.” 

The exact number of proper¬ 
ties has not yet been revealed, 



although draft proposals for the 
Gateway Project drawn up in 
2005 indicated a total of 60. 

Harlow Civic Society, which 
serves as a guardian of the town’s 
heritage, has previously criticised 
the sale of the pool site to private 
developers but this week vice- 
chairman John Curry said there 
was “no point in trying to turn 
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SALE MUST END SOON 
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the clock back”. 

“We hope that Croudace, 
Harlow Council and the other 
partner agencies involved with 
the project will ensure the new 
housing development is well- 
designed and takes into account 
the fact that Harlow desperately 
needs family homes and not 
more flats,” he said. 

“The area is one of the main 
pedestrian entrances to the Town 
Park so we will be particularly 
interested to see how the devel¬ 
opers propose to maintain this 
important public access point.” 

The site, which comprises the 
empty pool building and adja¬ 
cent car park, will be secured 
while demolition and building 
work takes place, meaning 
pedestrian access to the Town 
Park will be temporarily re-rout¬ 
ed and parking suspended.

Leisurezone 
evacuated 
after alarm 
is sounded 

VISITORS to Harlow’s 
newly-opened 
Leisurezone had to 
evacuate the building on 
Sunday after a fire alarm 
was set off. 

Up to 100 people, 
including adults and 
children in swimwear, 
were forced to wait 
outside on the hottest 
day of the year after the 
alarm was tripped at 
1.15pm 

“We were all shepherded 
out, not through the fire 
exits but through the 
front door,” said one 
woman. “Then we were 
just left hanging around 
in front of the building. 
“After 10 minutes we 
were moved to the 
correct assembly point 
where staff already were. 
There was very, very 
little information as to 
what was actually 
happening. 

“It wasn’t for another 30 
minutes before we were 
let back in. It was lucky 
it was not in December 
or some of us could’ve 
come down with 
hypothermia!” 

Fire crews did not attend 
the incident. It is 
believed the alarm was 
set off by a visitor to the 
centre. 

The Star approached the 
Leisurezone for comment 
but had not received a 
reply by the time we 
went to press. 


Probe into buildings blaze

They work in hospitals - including 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital - hospices, special needs 
centres and schools. 

“Both charities do so much for 
people that I wanted to use my year 
in office to raise money and 
awareness of the work they do,” said 
Mrs Livings. 

“Razed Roof help to widen 
participation in the performing arts 
for people with disabilities and 
learning difficulties and put on 


fantastic local performances. 

“The Laughter Specialists aren’t as 
well known but their work is vital in 
making a difference to people who 
are in or facing difficult times. A 
laugh can brighten up someone’s day 
and this is exactly what the Laughter 
Specialists do.”

Savings scheme 
falls victim to 
budget savings 

A SAVINGS and loans co¬ 
operative in Harlow will no 
longer be able to provide a 
savings scheme after it was axed 
by the Government. 

Harlowsave Credit Union would 
have run the Savings Gateway 
scheme which was designed to 
encourage people on low incomes 
to save. 

Under the scheme the 
government would have given 
£300 to those taking part who 
saved £25 a month for two years. 
However, it was scrapped by 
Chancellor George Osborne in 
last week’s emergency budget 
HCU spokeswoman Jenny Smith 
said: “It is sad for our members 
that they were in no way 
responsible for the economic 
crisis but have felt the 
aftershock.” 

The Wych Elm-based credit 
union is an organisation that 
encourages people only to take 
out loans they can afford. 

“At times people need to take out 
a loan,” said Mrs Smith. “After 
all, we all have our emergencies 
or need a holiday. 

“The difference at Harlowsave is 
that we first want to help and 
secondly do not want people to 
get further and further into debt 
because they cannot afford 
repayments.”

Pair posed as 
police officers 
to kidnap and 
terrorise ex 
gang member 

TWO gangland enforcers 
who posed as police officers 
and put a man through a 
terrifying ordeal have been 
jailed for a total of 10 years. 
Joseph Cook was abducted, 
beaten and shot with a stun 
gun after Matthew Parr and 
Adam Woolf called at his 
home to settle a debt. 

They turned up at the 
haulier’s house claiming to 
be officers from the Serious 
Organised Crime Agency. 

The frightened 58-year-old 
was told he was being 
arrested for cigarette 
smuggling and immediately 
handcuffed him while 
ignoring his request to see 
some ID. 

He was bundled into the back 
of a car and driven 100 yards 
before being dumped at the 
roadside, He was left with 
two black eyes and a bleeding 
nose. 

Parr (38), of Davenport, 
Harlow, and Woolf (26), of 
Bishop’s Stortford, both 
admitted kidnap, assault and 
possessing an illegal stun 
gun. 

Gordon Aspden, prosecuting, 
told Lincoln Crown Court 
that during the short journey 
Mr Cook was repeatedly 
punched in the face and shot 
at point blank range with a 
taser gun. 

He said Parr and Woolf, 
along with a third man who 
has never been traced, were 
sent to enforce a debt owed 
by Mr Cook to a Newcastle- 
based organised crime group 
who were demanding 
£135,000 from him. 

The debt was passed on to 
another gang in Essex who 
sent the three men to see Mr 
Cook in June 2009. He had 
been working for the 
Newcastle gang but was 
blamed for the loss of two 
lorry loads of cigarettes 
seized by the authorities. 
Charles Sherrard, 
representing Parr, said in 
mitigation his client was the 
driver of the car and did not 
administer any violence. 

“Both Parr and Woolf had no 
proprietary interest in the 
debt in this case,” said Mr 
Sherrard. “Parr was asked to 
pay a visit to Mr Cook. There 
was a third party with them 
and it was he who brought 
along the stungun and the 
outfits.” 

He said Parr could not be 
described as a career criminal 
as his last conviction was five 
years ago for shoplifting. 
Craig Rush, representing 
Woolf, said of his client: “He 
thought his role would be 
simply to stand around and 
look menacing.” 

But passing sentence, judge 
Michael Heath told them: 
“These offences were pre¬ 
meditated and well planned. 

It was professional. 

“There were the aggravating 
features of the fact that you 
were disguised as police 
officers and that a stun gun 
was produced and used.” 


Residents work hard 
to transform garden

A GROUP of green-fingered resi¬ 
dents living in a sheltered housing 
scheme have transformed their 
dilapidated garden into a stunning 
new community area. 

The quadrangle at Halyday House, in 
Hull Grove, Harlow, was unkempt and 
uncared for until the retired residents 
decided to take action themselves last 
year. 

“We had a nice garden but it had been 
neglected and overgrown,” said resident 
John Thatcher. “The plants were left to 
rot and no one used it except for dogs and 
cats. 

“We decided that something had to be 
done about it so with the help of local 
councillor Lee Dangerfield we set up a 
residents’ association.” 

The association then applied for fund¬ 
ing from Harlow Council to redesign and 
renovate the quadrangle, which sits in the 
middle of the 37-flat complex.

what we wanted so we told Kier Harlow 
[Harlow Council s maintenance contrac¬ 
tor] to do what they could with the 
money and we would do the rest,” said 
Mr Thatcher, who is also the associa¬ 
tion’s chairman. 

“So that’s what we did. Kier cleared 
the site and laid down the paving slabs 
and we did everything else with some 
help.” 

Harlow Council provided £13,000 for 
the initial landscaping and paving while 
the association raised £1,000 for the 
flower beds and hanging baskets. 

The residents completed most of the 
soft landscaping themselves with the 
help of friends and family. 

A further £500 from the council paid 
for some plants from Matthews Plants, 
while the electric systems were provided 
by Harlow supplier KR Electrical. 

The upkeep of the quadrangle is now 
the responsibility of the association. It 
has been in use regularly since the resi¬ 
dents celebrated Ladies’ Day at Ascot 
last month. 

“There has been no one person behind 
the project,” said Mr Thatcher. “We have 
done it as a group and it’s brought us 
together as a community.”

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CCTV filmed 
flytipper as 
he dumped 
waste at flats 


A FLYTIPPER drove to 
Harlow to dump his household 
waste outside a block of flats, 
magistrates heard. 

David Branch (50), of Temple 
Mead, Roydon, pleaded guilty 
to three counts at Harlow 
Court on Friday after being 
prosecuted under the 
Environmental Protection Act. 
The court was told Branch 
used a works van to drive to 
Harlow and leave his domestic 
waste in the communal waste 
bin area at Edmunds Tower. He 
was caught when he was seen 
by a member of the public 
who contacted Harlow 
Council. 

Council officials were then 
able to gain evidence using 
covert CCTV equipment to 
bring a successful prosecution 
at court. 

Branch was ordered to pay the 
council’s costs of £1,065 and 
was given a 12 month 
conditional discharge. 
Councillor Joel Charles, 
chairman of the community & 
citizenship working group, 
said after the case: “This is a 
great result for the council in 
our crusade to clean up 
Harlow. It was completely 
wrong of Mr Branch to dump 
his household rubbish in 
someone else’s bin area. 

“It costs thousands of pounds 
to keep communal areas clean. 
Waste and recycling facilities 
are also funded by Harlow 
Council taxpayers and so are 
the clean-up costs. 

“We will take action against 
flytippers and thanks to a 
vigilant member of public we 
were able to do something 
about these incidents.” 

Tory peer starts

THE former Conservative 
leader of Essex County 
Council has begun an appeal 
against a ruling that he 
should stand trial over 
allegations he dishonestly 
claimed expenses. 

Lord Hanningfield, along 
with former Labour MPs 
David Chaytor, Jim Devine 
and Elliot Morley, all deny 
charges of false accounting. 

A judge ruled earlier this 
month they could not use 
Parliamentary privilege to 
stop the prosecution. 

The Court of Appeal has 
lifted reporting restrictions on 
the grounds that it is an issue 
of constitutional proportions.

A MALE nurse who sexually 
assaulted a pregnant woman at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital has 
been jailed for 12 months. 

Milind Sanade (34) pinched and twi¬ 
sted the 21-year-old’s nipples under the 
guise of checking for breast cancer, 
Chelmsford Crown Court heard. 

The incident took place on February 4 
in one of the wards where Sanade was 
looking after nine patients. 

He had gone into a side room where 
the victim was alone and committed two 
offences of indecent assault. He then 
warned her not to tell anyone what he 
had done or he would report her for 
smoking. 

Sanade also amended the hospital 
records to cover any complaint by her 
against him by suggesting she could not 
be believed, the court was told. 

Sanade, from Chelmsford, pleaded 
guilty to indecent assault. 

As well as being jailed. Sanade was 
made the subject of an indefinite sexual 
offences prevention order banning 
him from working, even voluntarily, in 
the care of a person. He will also remain 
on the sex offenders register for 10 
years. 

Samantha Lowther, prosecuting, said 
the victim was admitted to the hospital 
with stomach pains and was told to wait 
in a side room. 

Sanade went in to the room and asked 
her to remove her covers and lift her 
pink top, telling her: “I just need to 
check your body.” 

He touched her stomach and asked

her to sit up, whereupon he asked her to 
lift her top to reveal her breasts. 

Ms Lowther said: “He sat on the bed, 
cupped her breasts and moved his hands 
around, pinched and twisted her nipples 
and started to feel underneath.” 

The court was told Sanade had previ¬ 
ously been cautioned by police for 
pinching the nose of a 74-year-old male 
patient. 

Alex Woods, representing Sanade, 
said in mitigation he was a religious 
man with a wife and two children. He 
was ashamed of his actions but had 
“sexual proclivities”. 

But judge Anthony Goldstaub told the 
defendant he was guilty of “an outra¬ 
geous breach of trust, gross abuse of a 
patient, exploitation of a vulnerable per¬ 
son and affront to the good standing of 
nurses and doctors.” 

“You were neglecting other patients 
while you dallied with this victim,” the 
judge told him. “You took half an hour 
planning and reflecting, went in to see 
her on her own and invited her to have 
an examination, exposed her breasts and 
stomach and touched her breasts. 

“You ran your hands over her saying 
you wanted to examine her for breast 
cancer but it was for sexual gratifica¬ 
tion. Then you made entries into the hos¬ 
pital records that she could not be 
believed and threatened to report her for 
smoking if she spoke about it.”

Bringing Change Home 
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Hymn that 
went down 
in history 


T HE seminal hymn 

Nearer, My God, To Thee 
will forever be 

associated with the sinking of 
the Titanic almost 100 years 
ago. 

However, what is not as well known 
is the story of the woman who wrote 
those words - Harlow-born poet 
Sarah Flower Adams, above right. 
These days the only evidence that 
she lived in the town are a family 
grave in Foster Street and a blue 
plaque in High Street, Old Harlow 
which marks the place of her birth. 
The tragic events of April 15, 1912 
- when the ‘unsinkable’ cruise liner 
struck an iceberg in the north 
Atlantic - are well documented. The 
impact breached the ship’s hull and 
sea water flooded in. 

After just a few hours the Titanic 
sank to its watery grave, claiming 
the lives of 1,523 passengers and 
crew. 

Legend has it that the hymn was the 
last to be played by the ship’s 
musicians when they realised their 
fate. According to the history book 
The Deathless Story of the Titanic , 
the band played the “hymn of faith 
and pleading” until they were waist 
high in water. 

The music and words were printed 
in full on the front page of The 
Daily Mirror as the tragic news

emerged in the days after the 
catastrophe. 

Not much is known about 
Sarah Flower Adams’ early 
life in Harlow, but it is 
possible to imagine that her 
talent was perhaps born out of 
this time. 

Born in 1805, she lived in the 
town until her family moved to 
Dalston in east London when she 
was 15. 

She was the younger daughter of 
Benjamin Flower, a well connected 
editor and proprietor of The 
Cambridge Intelligencer. 

According to a memoir of the poet 
by HW Stephenson, it was likely 
that he was acquainted with the poet 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge, who wrote 
The Rime of The Ancient Mariner. 
Sarah’s life was touched with 
tragedy as she lost an infant brother 
and then her mother, Eliza, when 
she was just five. 

Stephenson speculates that her 
parents were earnest and serious and 
affection was not allowed to 
interfere with discipline. And yet, 
even at the age of two, she showed a 
keen interest in the world during a 
visit to nearby Bishop’s Stortford. 
“In the little town of Stortford she

was entranced by the shops and only 
with difficulty persuaded to pass 
from one to another,” writes 
Stephenson. 

Very little else is known about this 
time and we can only speculate as to 
what influence her strict yet cultured 
early life had on the many religious 
poems and hymns she penned. 

Sarah died at the age of 43, shortly 
after the death of her older sister. 

Her body was brought back to her 
family grave in a baptist cemetery in 
Foster Street. Another of her hymns 
- He Sendeth Sun, He Sendeth 
Shower - was played at the service, 
a fitting end to the poet’s short life.

THE fourth and final instalment of the 
computer-animated series puts a fairy¬ 
tale spin on It's A Wonderful Life. But 
Shrek Forever After lacks the heartfelt 
emotion of Frank Capra’s 1946 classic. 
The adventures of the jolly green ogre 
have been on a steady decline since the 
wildly imaginative 2001 original film so 
it is to director Mike Mitchell's credit that 
this picture is arguably the best of the 
sequels. 

The film relies heavily on the love we 
have invested in the characters and their 
fates, and revisits many familiar faces 
from earlier chapters including 
Pinocchio, Gingerbread Man and the 
Three Little Pigs. 


Shrek (voiced by Michael Myers) is 
suffering mid-life angst with mewling 
kids and his beautiful and pungent wife, 
Fiona (Cameron Diaz) .Villagers are no 
longer scared of him and he begins to 
wonder if life holds any more surprises. 
In his hour of desperation, Shrek meets 
the conniving Rumpelstiltskin (Walt 
Dohrn) who offers a tantalising deal: he 
will gift Shrek one whole day as a scary 
ogre, just like before, if he agrees to sign 
away one day of his childhood. 

Shrek agrees to the Faustian pact, blind 
to Rumpelstiltskin’s devious plan to 
erase the day that Shrek was born and 
thereby alter the future. 

Suddenly, Shrek finds himself in an 
alternate universe where Fiona is the 
leader of an underground movement of 
ogres, good friend Donkey (Eddie 
Murphy) no longer recognises him and 
legendary assassin Puss In Boots 
(Antonio Banderas) has piled on the 


pounds to become a lazy house cat. 

In order to win back Fiona’s love, Shrek 
must join forces with Donkey and Puss 
to break the pact before the sands in 
Rumpelstiltskin’s oversized hourglass 
run out. 

Shrek Forever After brings the long- 
running saga to a lively close, reminding 
each of the characters about the love 
and friendship which bind them 
together. 

Dohrn’s pint-sized, snivelling villain is a 
colourful addition to the cast and he 
brings some much needed vim to 
proceedings. But Murphy is subdued, 
not that he has a great deal of screen 
time for his usual scene-stealing antics. 
The 3D version exploits the eye-popping 
format during the chase sequences, but 
Mitchell’s film loses nothing in 2D and 
children won’t have the added 
distraction of the oversized plastic 
spectacles.

Sporty hybrid is a real livewire 


Honda set out to prove that 
hybrid cars can be sporty 
and the CR-Z is the result. 
Steve Walker reports. 

H ybrid cars are very 

commendable but most of 
the examples we’ve seen so 
far have been about as much fun 
as a stubbed toe. 

Do environmentally-friendly 
vehicles have to forgo any 
semblance of excitement? Honda 
says no and backs up its opinion 
with the CR-Z coupe, the hybrid 
that people without hemp sandals 
and a lentil-based diet will want 
to drive. 

With its compact dimensions, 
two-door layout and wedge-shaped 
profile, not to mention the 
distinctively flat rear end with 
split tailgate glass, the CR-Z looks 
for all the world like a CR-X for 
the modern era. 

Honda puts its hands up to the 
visual similarity and to at least 
some crossover in concept 
between the two cars. It’s pitching 
the CR-Z as a coupe that combines 
vibrant looks and thrilling 
handling with affordability and a 
real green conscience. 

The Honda Integrated Motor 
Assist (IMA) hybrid powertrain 
in the CR-Z is based around a 1.5- 
litre petrol engine with Honda’s 
free-revving i-VTEC variable 
valve timing technology and 
112bhp. It’s assisted by a 14bhp 
electric motor and together they

produce maximum power of 
122bhp at 6,000rpm with 174Nm of 
torque at just l,500rpm. 

The 0-60mph sprint takes just 
over 10 seconds and the top speed 
is 124mph, so this isn’t the fastest 
compact coupe around. 

Where the CR-Z starts to get 
really clever is with its 3-Mode 
Drive System. This is basically a 
way of adapting the IMA hybrid 
technology according to the 
driver’s preferences. 

There are Sport, Normal and 
Economy modes that are selected 
through rocker switches adjacent 
to the steering wheel. They 
change the parameters of the 
IMA system, the throttle mapping 
and the power steering assistance 
to give greater performance or 
efficiency as required. 

The CR-Z is also unusual in that it 
matches its hybrid powertrain to 


a six-speed manual gearbox and 
anyone who’s driven a Civic Type- 
R or an S2000 will appreciate 
Honda’s record when it comes to 
great manual shifters. 

The CR-Z is loosely based on the 
chassis and drivetrain of the 
current generation Honda Insight 
hybrid but with a series of 
significant changes designed to 
make it feel a long way removed 
from that straight-laced family 
car. It’s shorter and lighter but 
with a wider track and a 
wheelbase that positions the 
wheels right out at the corners of 
the car for extra poise and 
balance. 

The suspension features 
aluminium components and 
damper settings aimed at 
achieving a firm ride that doesn’t 
become harsh over the bumps. 
The low, road-hugging looks of 


the CR-Z don’t lead you to expect 
a voluminous cabin but the car 
should be roomy enough for two. 
It’s being touted as a 2+2 but as 
usual when that old chestnut is 
wheeled out by a manufacturer, 
the rear seats aren’t much use to 
full-grown adults. 

The CR-Z sits you low down like a 
good coupe should and presents 
you with an array of instruments 
that could have been lifted out of 
a spaceship as imagined on a 
1980s sci-fi show Chunky controls 
are mounted within easy reach 
and displays with bold white fonts 
shine out from glossy black 
backgrounds. 

The CR-Z is available in three 
trim levels, starting with S and 
extending upwards through Sport 
to GT. In line with the high-tech 
feel of the car, even the basic 
model gets features like heated 


mirrors, daytime running lights, 
climate control, Honda’s Vehicle 
Stability Assist technology and 
six airbags. At the very top of the 
range there’s a hands free 
telephone kit, a panoramic glass 
roof, xenon headlights, heated 
seats and full leather trim. 
Despite its complex hybrid 
mechanicals which include a 
bank of nickel metal hydride 
batteries mounted beneath the 
boot floor, the CR-Z weighs in at 
just under 1,200kg. This relative 
lightness is a big aid to fuel 
economy and the official 
combined cycle economy is an 
impressive 56.5mpg with 
emissions of CO 2 measured at 
117g/km. 

As well as assisting the petrol 
engine, the IMA system 
incorporates regenerative 
braking to charge the batteries 
using recaptured kinetic energy 
Unlike in some hybrid cars, the 
braking is always done primarily 
by the CR-Z’s powerful hydraulic 
brakes with the regenerative 
braking system assisting. This 
means no reduction in stopping 
power or brake feel when the 
system is operating. 

The CR-Z is a livewire sportscar 
with sensible prices that uses an 
electric motor to make its brand 
of driving thrills yet more 
accessible through reduced 
running costs. We’ve not seen its 
like before but we may well see 
more of the same in the future.
